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Court receives 
$450,000 from 
state for roads 

Magistrates hear road 
complaints, discuss 
leasing garbage truck

Judge Executive Tim Conley an- 
nounced at this month’s regular fiscal 
court meeting that the state transporta- 
tion cabinet has awarded $450,000 to 
Morgan County for road repairs. 

The grant, which requires no mon- 
etary match from the court, came after 
Conley attended a Local Governor’s Is- 
sues conference three weeks ago. 

“I worked closely with the transpor- 
tation cabinet on these funds,” Conley 
said. “I explained Morgan County’s fi- 
nancial situation to the cabinet, which 
in response provided $450,000 for road 
patching. I would like to thank the cabi- 
net and Gov. Ernie Fletcher for under- 
standing the county’s needs.” 

Conley also said the fiscal court will 
pledge an additional $25,000 to the 
project for a total of $475,000. 

In other business, the court granted 
County Attorney Steve O’Connor au- 
thority to investigate possible jail bill- 
ing errors incurred by Carter County De- 
tention Center. 

“I am asking that the county withhold 
paying the July jail bill from Carter 
County,” O’Connor said. “The county

Most Morgan 
schools meet 
NCLB goals 

The 2006-2007 Adequate Yearly 
Progress Report for No Child Left Be- 
hind (NCLB) was released last week 
showing that each of Morgan County’s 
five elementary schools met their goals 
for the year and achieved Adequate 
Yearly Progress. Morgan County Middle 
School met 76.9 percent of its goals 
identified by No Child Left Behind, and 
Morgan County High School achieved 
80 percent of its goals. 

The federal report measures growth 
in the percentage of students in each 
school who scored proficient or above 
in either reading or mathematics on the 
CATS tests, which were administered 
last spring. 

Complex scoring methods are used 
in the federal No Child Left Behind pro- 
gram, such as dividing student popula- 
tion into sub- groups and measuring 
graduation and drop-out rates. Accord- 
ing to the NCLB guidelines, even though 
the seven Morgan County schools met 
all or most of their goals, the district has 
been accorded a Tier 1 level, meaning 
that it is in need of improvement and not 
making Adequate Yearly Progress. 

While each of Morgan’s elementary 
schools met their goals in the areas of 
reading and math, the middle school and 
high school did not. 

Information about changes being 
implemented in the district’s improve- 
ment plan, required by NCLB, is avail- 
able at the Superintendent’s Office.

Local firefighters 
extinguish home 
fire last weekend

The West Liberty Volunteer Fire De- 
partment responded to a non-injury 
housefire at 660 Glenn Ave. early Sun- 
day, Sept. 16, with assistance from West 
Liberty Police Department. 

Chief John Conley said dispatch re- 
ceived a call at approximately 2:58 a.m. 
from the home’s owner, Gloria Whitt, 
who advised her house was filled with 
smoke. 

“Gloria was asleep in her house when 
the sound of smoke detectors woke her,” 
Conley said. “We contained the fire to 
the kitchen and extinguished it, but there 
was extensive smoke damage.” 

Conley said the fire started in the 
kitchen though its cause is undetermined 
at this time. Eight firefighters contained 
the blaze in approximately 20 minutes. 

“This was an unfortunate incident, 
but it shows the importance of smoke 
detectors,” Conley said. “The smoke de- 
tectors could have saved the owner’s 
life, as well as some of her property. We 
encourage everyone to check their 
smoke detectors regularly.”

School safety 
concerns are

The Morgan County Board of Edu- 
cation addressed safety concerns regard- 
ing the Sept. 5 MCHS gun threat scare 
at its regular meeting last week, with 
parents offering suggestions to improve 
school security. 

Parent and district teacher Tammy 
Clark spoke on behalf of her daughter, 
who attends MCHS. 

“In light of what happened, many 
parents want assurance school buildings 
and grounds are safe,” Clark said. “My 
daughter asked me, ‘Who’s going to 
keep me safe at school?’ No statement 
was issued to ease fears; there is not 
enough communication between schools 
and parents.” 

Superintendent of Schools Joe Dan 
Gold announced that the threat, which 
involved a note two 15 -year-old students 
claimed they found in their shared 
locker, appeared upon review of school 
security cameras to be a recipient-per-

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Good news or false hope? 



The September 5 announce- 
ment by the Cabinet for Health 
and Family services to dedicate 
$50-million-a-year toward Med- 
icaid patients with mental retar- 
dation and physical disabilities 
who would like to stay in their 
homes instead of going to a long 
term care facility is indeed Good 
News. The fact that an estimated 
10,000 Kentuckians could be 
served in this most cost-effective, 
patient-friendly way is a welcome 
turnabout from a system that has, 
to this point, dedicated 72% of its 
funds to the Nursing Home Indus- 
try. The fact that it took a law suit 
to make it happen speaks vol- 
umes. 

Why should you care? Be- 
cause it is likely that you or some- 
one you know will need Medic- 
aid at some point. A child who 
becomes disabled through illness 
or injury or parents who have 
spent their entire savings on long- 
term care and still need help may 
introduce you to Medicaid in 
Kentucky. There are 713,000 
Kentuckians using Medicaid ser- 
vices and demographers tell us 
our aging population will cause 
that number to increase rapidly. 
Medicaid is second only to edu- 
cation in Kentucky’s budget 
thanks to the federal government 
which provides 70 cents of each 
dollar we spend. 

If you or a member of your 
family knocks at the Medicaid 
door today you will find an array 
of agencies and services each 
with its own portal and bureau- 
cracy. If you wish to place your- 
self or a family member in a nurs- 
ing home or other facility setting, 
you will usually find a place 
promptly. Nursing homes occu- 
pancies are less than 90% of ca- 
pacity and you need enter only 
one door of the Medicaid maze 
to get in. If, however, you wish 
some help at home so you or your 



loved one can stay in familiar sur- 
roundings, the September 5 th an- 
nouncement says Medicaid can 
now make it happen. 

Those who provide services 
such as personal care, therapy, or 
day programs are “cautiously ex- 
cited” by the announcement but 
are perplexed about how and how 
quickly these promises can be 
realized. Even with present de- 
mand you will find the service 
you need has a long waiting list 
and you will only get help when 
a “slot” becomes available. $50- 
million is not going to make these 
slots miraculously appear for an 
additional 10 thousand people 
because the infrastructure is just 
not there. Nor is there a central 
“portal” for one needing services 
to assist in arranging for care at 
home. This is especially true in 
less populated communities 
where home and community 
based services have never been 
funded and have therefore not 
developed. 

The heart of the problem is 
that 72% of Medicaid long-term 
care dollars here in Kentucky 
have for years been “earmarked” 
for facilities like nursing homes 
and the Oakwood institution in 
Somerset and only 28% of the 
dollars have been dedicated to 
home and community based ser- 
vices. In state after state where a 
larger portion of the Medicaid 
dollar is paid for home service, 
the result has been better quality 
of life at less cost for more people. 
Alaska splits its Medicaid dollar 
50/50 between facility care and 
home care. Arkansas, Florida and 
Texas are among the states that 
have already successfully moved 
people and money from facility 
care to home care. Kentucky now 
has $50-million-a-year with 
which to move in this direction 
but for how long? Grants are not 
etched in stone and promised fed- 



eral dollars can disappear upon a 
committee vote in Washington. 

What is needed in Kentucky 
is dedication by our state elected 
officials to rebalance both the 
budget and Medicaid operations 
so that Home and Community- 
based Services receive an equal 
share. No one has taken up the 
issue of balancing Medicaid ser- 
vices between home care and fa- 
cility care for the long haul. In a 
gubernatorial election year beg- 
ging for meaningful issues, rebal- 
ancing Kentucky’s long-term care 
dollars has not made it to the po- 
dium or list of talking points or 
20 second sound bites. 

Someday you will come in 
contact with Kentucky Medicaid. 
A decision will be made about 
where you or someone close to 
you is going to live and it ought 
to be made by you. That is an is- 
sue candidates should address by 
stating clearly where they stand 
on how Medicaid is balanced be- 
tween funding in-home care and 
facility care. An even larger issue 
candidates should address is how 
Kentucky will pay for ever 
greater numbers of Medicaid re- 
cipients in the years ahead when 
the federal grants run out.

Earl, a few years back, while 
sitting in your office, I was tell- 
ing you about all I had learned, 
and about the information that 
had come my way as a result of 
writing “I Can Hear The Guns 
Now.”

My journey led to 
more than I could have ever 
imagined. I met so many good 
and interesting people. I have ac- 
cumulated stacks of valuable 
World War II information. I dis- 
covered AWON (American 
WWII Orphans Network). I have 
visited, and learned about, where 
my father took his basic training 
at Camp Fannin, Texas. My jour- 
ney of discovery included many 
visits to Morgan County, Ken- 
tucky, the place where my father 
lived most of his life, taught 
school, and was a respected 
Woodsbend community member. 
I now know. . . . about World War 
II. I now know.... about the 
Huertgen Forest. I now know. . . . 
about that horrible Huertgen For- 
est battle. I now know.... about 
Company C, of the 110th Infan- 
try, of the 28th Division. I now 
have.... a very special Belgian 
friend who has taken pictures of 
the hillside where my father died. 
I have been befriended by a very 
special Huertgen Forest battle 
survivor.... who, almost cer- 
tainly, was in the foxhole with my 
father shortly after he was killed. 
I now know.... who found him, 
how that happened, and what fol- 
lowed his discovery. I was able 
to honor my father and mother at 
the dedication ceremony of The 
National World War II Memorial 
in Washington, D.C. 

These are just a few examples 
of the actions, interactions, dis- 
coveries, and knowledge that 
have come my way on my jour- 
ney of discovery. I now have an- 
swers to just about all of my 
questions. Along with the knowl- 
edge and discoveries, I can truly 
declare “Now, I Know” what re- 
ally happened to my father, and I 



have put all of it in this second 
book titled: “Now I Know - A 
War Orphan’s Journey of Discov- 
ery.” 

After writing my first book, 
the people of Morgan County, 
especially the people of 
Woodsbend and West Fiberty, 
welcomed me with open arms.

A fel- 
low that used to work with Paul 
stopped by my office last week 
after being told he had found 
something belonging to a relative 
of mine. He was tearing down a 
barn in Caney (below Cannel 
City) and while doing clean up 
noticed two of the stones used to 
support the barn didn’t look like 
they belonged. He turned them 
over and found equal halves of 
your Dad’s official military head- 
stone. Needless to say, being a 
veteran, he didn’t leave them 
there. At present they are here at 
my house. 

My question is what do you 
want me to do with them?

I responded with the follow- 
ing e-mail to Brent: 

Hi Brent, 

Mother told me about an offi- 
cial military issue stone grave 
marker that came with Dad’s re- 
mains when they were returned 
for burial in 1949. She said it was 
a small insignificant stone grave 
marker. Mother said that John 
Kemplin (my brother Fo well’s 
father) told her that Ova Ratliff 
deserved better than that to mark 
his grave. So she and John 
Kemplin went to Paintsville and

picked out the nice stone that 
marks his grave in the Flatwoods 
Cemetery at Woodsbend. 

Now here is where the story 
takes a strange twist. When we 
buried Dad in 1949 we lived in 
the little gray house on the cor- 
ner of Broadway Street and a 
narrow short street that runs over 
to Main Street in West Liberty. I 
think there is a trailer park be- 
hind that house now. Shortly af- 
ter Dad’s burial, and while we 
lived in that house, the man (his 
name might have been Allen?) 
we rented it from decided to put 
some fill dirt in the backyard so 
as to bring the backyard up to the 
same level as the front yard. 
Mother always said that she took 
that small grave marker and 
placed it in the backyard and the 
fill dirt was dumped on top of it. 
Later in life she said so many 
times that she wished she had 
kept it, but at that time. . . she just 
wanted to get rid of it. 

The next question is.... How 
did it get from under that fill dirt 
in that backyard on Broadway to 
a barn foundation at Caney? A 
possible answer could be that the 
dump truck driver that was haul- 
ing the fill dirt at that time saw 
the stone grave marker laying 
there and saved it from being 
covered over and then used it 
later in the barn foundation. Just 
conjecture on my part. 

Yes, I want that stone. 

If all goes as planned I will 
have my book ready by Sorghum 
Festival time. I plan to be there 
at the Morgan County Historical 
Museum and sell books. I will 
see you then and pick up the 
marker stone. Please save it for 
me, and I thank you for telling 
me about it. See you during the 
Sorghum Festival. 

I plan to pick the stone up 
when I come to the Sorghum Fes- 
tival. I thought the mystery of 
how my father’s military grave 
stone got from our backyard on 
Broadway in 1949 to a barn foun- 
dation in Caney might be a story 
that you would be interested in.

Legal action against County Judge Executive 
is a mockery that serves no good purpose. 

Just as the law is what it is writ, fair is fair, and what’s 
unfolding in our community under the banner of the law 
makes a mockery of both. A popularly-elected county offi- 
cial is being unfairly pilloried and everyone knows it. 

What it’s about is a political party hijacked by a handful 
of its leaders furious at the newcomer who two elections 
ago defeated their nominee for county judge to become the 
first Republican elected to that position in Morgan County 
in 70 years (and who last fall was reelected to a second 
term by a landslide vote). 

How that must have rankled in some quarters to have 
led to the otherwise inexplicable debacle that continues to 
unfold before us. (Is there anyone anywhere who really be- 
lieves this charade is about road pipes and bulldozer parts?) 

By unwisely resorting to a highly-suspect (and now 
largely discredited) special grand jury to exact their politi- 
cal revenge, and on such flimsy, patently hypocritical 
charges, those responsible have strayed beyond the bounds 
of acceptable political behavior and turned the local politi- 
cal landscape into a swamp. They have angered a large seg- 
ment of the electorate and offended even many of their own 
long-time supporters, some who, if nothing else, see it as a 
case of the pot foolishly attempting to label the kettle black 
and recoil at the unfairness of it. Others can but stand ap- 
palled and embarrassed by their leaders’ misguided attempt 
to impose their will over the will of the voters, and at the 
damage they have caused.

For the good about our county 
that is worth preserving and all that is fair, pray that this 
travesty of the law still lingering before the court will be 
adjudged for the charade it is and disposed of accordingly 
before more harm is done.

Central Kentucky police lo- 
cated a former Eastern Kentucky 
Correctional Complex inmate in 
Montgomery County after he es- 
caped from a Bourbon County 
jail last week. 

Larry Crump, 23, escaped 
from Bourbon County Detention 
Center approximately 6:30 a.m.

Police said Crump fled to a 
family friend’s home near Mt. 
Sterling, where he was captured 
with little resistance after 10 p.m. 
Friday. He was immediately re- 
incarcerated at Bourbon County 
Detention Center. 

Crump, who has an extensive 
criminal record including a 2004 
Bourbon County courtroom es- 
cape, was most recently incarcer- 
ated at EKCC from Jan. 9-Aug. 
22, 2007. He was then transferred 
to Bourbon County Detention 
Center. 

Kentucky Department of Cor- 
rections Public Information Of- 
ficer Cheryl Million said Crump 
- convicted in Harrison and 
Montgomery counties - was 
serving before transferral a total 
of 20 years at EKCC on the fol- 
lowing charges: 

• Wanton endangerment (first 
degree). 

• Fleeing or evading (first de- 
gree). 

• Receiving stolen property 
over $300 (three counts). 

• Possession of a firearm by a 
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convicted felon. 

Million also said Crump 
would have been eligible for pa-

LYNCHBURG, Va., Sept. 11 
- Dave Wells stood outside as 
workers from Heritage Funeral 
Service came to pick up his 
mother last Tuesday. 

And as Betty Jean Wells, 83, 
who died early that morning, was 
being carried out of the house, 
son Dave and other family mem- 
bers sang the old-time hymn, “I’ll 
Fly Away.” 

Betty Wells was born in an era 
that revered songs like that one. 

With Kentucky and Florida 
roots, Wells was by several ac- 
counts a born teacher - one who 
started her career in a one-room 
schoolhouse in 1940s Kentucky. 

“Betty taught me more about 
teaching than all the courses I 
took in a doctoral program at 
UVA and all the workshops I at- 
tended in my entire life,” Susan 
Coffee said at the funeral of the 
woman who she shared an office 
with while the two were profes- 
sors at Central Virginia Commu- 
nity College. 

Betty was in her 30s before 
she got her master’s degree and 
started teaching at the college 
level - most of which she spent 
teaching at community colleges. 

But the road to the English 
department at CVCC and a life 
in Lynchburg was a struggle.

“She used to get groceries and 
bring them home in a wagon,” 
Dave Wells said. “(Betty’s) was 
a story of gradually making it.” 

Amid that struggle was a per- 
son who approached life with a 
sober rationale. 

“Woe to the person who saw 
a single woman and thought he 
could cheat her in a business deal, 
because she was smart,” Dave 
Wells said. “She surprised a lot 
of people.” 

Having retired from CVCC in 
1989, Wells stayed active volun- 
teering with the Red Cross 
Bloodmobile and working with 
Meals on Wheels. 

Earlier this year - at the re- 
quest of a friend - Wells wrote 
answers to a handful of questions 
about her life. It was at a time af- 
ter she had been diagnosed with 
cancer.

Social Security And 
SSI Benefits 

It is a question we receive of- 
ten, in a variety of ways. “What’s 
the difference between SSA and 
SSI?” Or “Are Social Security 
and Supplemental Security In- 
come the same thing?”

Social Security is a social in- 
surance program based on con- 
tributions. In order to collect ben- 
efits, you must have paid into the 
system and become insured. 
Most people need about 40 cred- 
its, or 10 years of work, to 
qualify. SSI is a needs-based pro- 
gram that pays benefits to people 
with limited income and re- 
sources who are either disabled 
or age 65 and older. 

When you get Social Security, 
what you own, including bank 
accounts, property and invest- 
ments, does not affect your ben- 
efits.

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Social Security was estab- 
lished by the Social Security Act 
on Aug. 14, 1935. SSI was cre- 
ated by the amendments of 1972. 

One thing that is the same for 
both Social Security and SSI ben- 
efits is that you can easily sign 
up for direct deposit of payments 
- the safe, quick and convenient 
way to receive your payments on 
time, every time. 

SSA and SSI may seem only 
a letter apart, but there is a world 
of difference between the two 
programs.

MSU to offer meningitis 
vaccine on Tiles., Sept. 29 



MOREHEAD, Ky.— 
Morehead State University, in 
collaboration with Maxim Health 
Systems, will offer the meningi- 
tis vaccine on the campus for one 
day only. 

Maxim Health Systems will 
immunize students with the bac- 
terial meningitis vaccine on 
Tuesday, Sept. 25, from 10 a.m.- 
6 p.m., in room 312 of the Adron 
Doran University Center. 

Outbreaks of meningitis have 
increased among young adoles- 
cents in recent years, and high 
school and college students are 
at increased danger from this se- 
rious and potentially life-threat- 
ening infection, according to the 
Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention. Data from the CDC 
indicates that meningococcal dis- 
ease rates begin to rise during 
adolescence and peak between 
the ages of 15-24. In June 2007, 
Advisory Committee on Immu- 
nization Practices (ACIP) revised 
its recommendation to include 
routine vaccination of all persons 
aged 11-18. The ACIP continues 
to recommend routine vaccina- 
tion for persons aged 19-55 who 
are at increased risk for menin- 
gococcal disease including col- 
lege freshmen living in dormito- 
ries.

Statistics indicate that college

Time for both parties to get back 
to basics during pivotal moment

As Senators return to Wash- 
ington, D.C., after four weeks of 
talking with constituents back 
home, they cannot help but bring 
with them the strong sense that 
we find ourselves at a pivotal mo- 
ment for the nation and for Con- 
gress itself. Americans want co- 
operative action on Iraq. And they 
demand that Congress address a 
number of urgent domestic issues 
such as runaway spending and the 
high cost of health care. We can 
do all this, but ut only if we put 
aside the partisanship that marked 
the first eight months of this ses- 
sion. It is time, in other words, 
for both parties to get back to ba- 
sics. 

One of the greatest challenges 
we currently face is the culture of 
endless political campaign. 
Democrats took over the House 
and Senate in January because the 
Iraq war was going badly. Voters 
were unhappy, so they shook 
things up. But over the past eight 
months, Democrats have some- 
times confused the means to their 
victory with the reason we all 
sought office in the first place: to 
legislate. Witness the midnight 
votes on Iraq, the endless parti- 
san investigations, the hijacking 
of a war spending bill for months, 
before passing it, in an effort to 



navigate the anti-war left. The list 
goes on. 

All of this might lead to head- 
lines, but it does not lead to new 
or better laws. With just four 
weeks to go before the new fis- 
cal year, Democrats have not sent 
a single one of the 12 annual ap- 
propriations bills - the passage of 
which constitutes our most basic 
duty as legislators - to the 
president’s desk for a signature. 
And not unlike the grade- schooler 
who spends his weekend at the 
playground only to show up for 
class with nothing but an empty 
notebook, Senate Democrats will 
return to the Capitol this week 
with little more to show for them- 
selves than a long to-do list. 

This political route is unfortu- 
nate, and perhaps best illustrated 
by all the Iraq votes this session. 
Americans are rightly concerned 
about our current and future mili- 
tary commitments in Iraq. But by 
insisting on the partisan path, 
Democrats have ensured that the 
Iraq debate has played out at the 
extremes. More of the same will 
only delay the cooperative work 
that is needed to create a policy 
aimed at protecting America’s vi- 
tal long- and short-term national 
security interests in the Persian 
Gulf and Iraq. 

The political approach has had 
little or no practical effect, par- 



ticularly on the war. But it has led 
Democrats to make a number of 
statements they probably regret. 
Consider the member of the 
house leadership team who told 
The Washington Post that a posi- 
tive report by Gen. David 
Petraeus would be “a real big 
problem for us.” Or the presiden- 
tial campaign manager who 
chided Sen. Hillary Rodham 
Clinton (N.Y.) for joining the 
growing list of Democratic Sena- 
tors who now see military 
progress in Iraq. She was “under- 
mining the effort in Congress to 
end this war,” he said. 

This kind of abuse for free 
thinking, typified by the vicious 
blog attacks on Rep. Brian Baird 
(D-Wash.) over his newfound ap- 
preciation for our current military 
strategy, is one reason coopera- 
tion is rare. No member enjoys 
being isolated from his col- 
leagues. But Baird’s courage 
gives us hope that as more Demo- 
crats acknowledge the good as 
well as the bad in Iraq, we will 
be able to work together on a path 
forward. This path will not fit 
neatly into a campaign narrative, 
and it should begin with both par- 
ties listening, without prejudice, 
to Petraeus ’s report. 

Only then will we be able to 
have a serious and responsible 
debate about the war and free up 



time to debate important domes- 
tic issues. When they were not 
holding Iraq votes or issuing sub- 
poenas, Senate Democrats found 
time over the past several months 
to propose ending the tax cuts that 
are behind our strong economy. 
The Senate also is poised to con- 
sider a number of tax hikes de- 
signed to pay for new or ex- 
panded federal programs. Ameri- 
cans need to know about these 
proposals, and Senators need the 
time to debate them. There is too 
much at stake to leave this work 
undone. 

With just four weeks to go be- 
fore the start of the next fiscal 
year, it is likely Democrats will 
be forced to pass a place-holder 
bill later this month that allows 
the government to continue to 
operate at the previous year’s 
funding levels. Which is ironic, 
since Democrats campaigned 
against Republicans for doing 
that very thing just last year. Our 
mistakes cost us at the polls, but 
we learned our lesson. Politics 
has its place, but everyday can- 
not be a campaign day. If it is, 
nothing is accomplished. And 
those who forget it always end up 
paying for it at the voting booth 
in the end.

Peer Counseling Program helps 
new moms learn to breastfeed 



FRANKFORT, Ky, Sept. 20- 
A new Kentucky Department for 
Public Health (DPH) 
breastfeeding peer counselor pro- 
gram provides support and infor- 
mation for prenatal and 
breastfeeding mothers— to help 
ensure good health for 
Kentucky’s babies. 

The breastfeeding peer coun- 
selor program, operated through 
local health departments, pro- 
vides one-on-one counseling, in- 
formation and round-the-clock 
guidance for mothers new to 
breastfeeding. The United States 
Department of Agriculture funds 
the program through a grant. It’s 
available to participants of the 
WIC program. 

“Our health departments select 
peer counselors based on enthu- 
siasm for breastfeeding and a 
willingness to share their experi- 
ence and knowledge with other 
mothers,” said Angela Ratliff, 
state breastfeeding peer counse- 
lor coordinator with DPH. “We 
use counselors who want to help 
other mothers enjoy a positive 
and successful experience with 
breastfeeding.” 

A breastfeeding peer counse- 
lor is a current or former WIC 
participant with personal 
breastfeeding experience. 

Peer counseling services in 
Kentucky are offered at the areas 
served by the following health 
departments: Allen County, Boyd 
County, Gateway District, Green 
River District, Kentucky River 



District, Louisville Metro, 
Marshall County, and Northern 
Kentucky Independent District. 

Shana Hensley, of West Lib- 
erty, has been a counselor with the 
program for almost a year, and 
has worked with around 140 cli- 
ents. As the mother of 2-year-old 
twins, she said she needed some 
guidance learning to breastfeed 
her own children and wanted to 
share the knowledge she gained 
with other mothers. 

“A lot of women think 
breastfeeding is an old-fashioned 
thing. It’s unheard of for some,” 
said Hensley. “Some clients don’t 
realize that breastfeeding is some- 
thing you can get help for. If more 
women knew what it does for 
kids, everyone would do it.” 

Peer counselors’ services have 
proven to be a significant factor 
in improving breastfeeding initia- 
tion and duration rates among 
women, including the economi- 
cally disadvantaged and popula- 
tions of diverse cultural back- 
grounds and geographical loca- 
tions. 

Peer counselors are effective 
in communities where role mod- 
els for breastfeeding behaviors, 
knowledgeable health care pro- 
viders and cultural practices that 
include breastfeeding as a norm 
are scarce. 

“Among the most powerful 
attributes is the ability of 
breastfeeding peer counselors to 
provide ongoing support and 
practical suggestions for 



breastfeeding that are modeled on 
their own life experiences,” said 
Ratliff. “The program is provid- 
ing a wonderful service to new 
mothers who often just need some 
encouragement to continue to 
breastfeed their infants.” 

The peer counselors work with 
their local WIC agency to provide 
support to breastfeeding moms 
and families in their region and 
have started “Mother to Mother” 
support groups for their commu- 
nities.

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Guidelines for harvesting 
ginseng on national forest 



WINCHESTER, Sept. 10 - It 
is harvest season, but if you plan 
to dig for ginseng on the Daniel 
Boone National Forest, there are 
a few rules to keep in mind. 

In Kentucky and throughout 
the Southeast, the U.S. Forest 
Service is taking steps to main- 
tain a viable population of wild 
American ginseng ( Panax 
quinquefolius). The root of this 
herbaceous plant has been col- 
lected for centuries, believed by 
many to contain medicinal prop- 
erties with various cures. In some 
areas, however, the demand is 
greater than the supply. Over-har- 
vesting and poor collection meth- 
ods of ginseng have eliminated or 
reduced wild populations that 
were once abundant. 

To harvest ginseng from the 



national forest, individuals must 
have a valid permit. One Sept. 10, 
the Forest Service began issuing 
permits that allow for the collec- 
tion of ginseng Sept. 15-Oct. 15. 
Only one $20 permit is issued per 
person each year. Each individual 
with a permit may collect up to 
one pound of green (non-dried) 
ginseng root. 

The Forest Service will not is- 
sue forest- wide permits. The per- 
mits are sold by district and are 
valid only for the district loca- 
tions where they are sold. 

“In other words, if you pur- 
chase a ginseng permit at the Red- 
bird district, it is valid only at that 
district location of the Daniel 
Boone National Forest,” said 
David Taylor, forest botanist sta- 
tioned in Winchester, Ky. “Each 



district office can provide a map 
of the national forest lands on 
their district. 

“In addition, a ginseng permit 
from the national forest service 
does not allow for the collection 
of other plants or animal species,” 
said Taylor. 

Under export regulations by 
the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Ser- 
vice, ginseng roots collected must 
be from plants with at least three 
prongs and at least five years of 
age. Most ginseng plants produce 
three prongs by the time they are 
five years old, but the best way 
to determine age is by counting 
leaf scars at the top of the root 
before removing it from the 
ground. 

Ginseng harvesters are re- 
quired to plant all of the seeds 
within 50 feet of a harvest site to 
provide for future crops. Alterna- 
tively, harvesters may plant half 
of the seeds and bring the other 
half of collected seeds into a 
Daniel Boone National Forest of- 



fice. These seeds will be provided 
to Forest Service nurseries for the 
nurseries for the propagation of 
ginseng. In several years, the 
agency hopes to have enough 
seed to begin planting on the for- 
est to help conserve the species 
and to ensure that ginseng will be 
available for future collection. 

No permit is required to har- 
vest wild ginseng on private land 
in Kentucky, as long as harvest- 
ers have permission of the land- 
owner. The Kentucky Depart- 
ment of Agriculture serves as the 
state’s ginseng coordinator. A cer- 
tificate of registration as a “Ken- 
tucky Ginseng Dealer” must be 
obtained by anyone who buys 
ginseng for resale or who sells 
ginseng in interstate commerce.

Employee health insurance benefits 
for 2008 to remain unchanged 



FRANKFORT, Ky. - Governor 
Ernie Fletcher and Personnel 
Cabinet Secretary Brian Crall 
announced last week that 2008 
health insurance benefits for 
state employees will remain 
unchanged, and that employee 
contributions will increase just 
5.8 percent for 2008. 

The 2008 premium increase 
will be less than the increase for 
2007, representing the second 
straight year premium increases 
have been held to less than 6 per- 
cent - less than the national trend 
for both years. Consistent with 
historic practice, the Common- 
wealth will continue to pay 100 
percent of the premium for single 
coverage for the Commonwealth 
Enhanced plan. 

“I appreciate the legislature 
and employee advocates for 
working cooperatively with us to 
make the transition to self-fund- 
ing so successful,” said Governor 
Fletcher. “After years of carrier 
changes and double-digit in- 
creases in premiums, we have 
been able to bring much needed 
and desired stability to this im- 
portant employee benefit.” 



Governor Fletcher noted that 
the plan’s performance in recent 
years fulfills his promise to slow 
the rate of increase. 

“Maintaining benefit levels 
with such a modest increase in 
premiums was possible only as a 
result of Governor Fletcher’s 
leadership in taking the state to a 
self-funded program in 2005,” 
said Secretary Crall. “This deci- 
sion has given the state increased 
access to information once held 
only by the private insurance 
companies. With this informa- 
tion, we are now better able to 
manage the costs associated with 
benefits.” 

Senator Damon Thayer (R- 
Georgetown), chair of the Senate 
State Government Committee, 
complimented the Governor and 
the Department for Employee In- 
surance for so effectively imple- 
menting self-funding. 

“For years the biggest com- 
plaint I heard from state employ- 
ees was about health insurance,” 
said Sen. Thayer. “Since 2005 I 
seldom hear those same com- 
plaints.”

Infiltration 

Uncontrolled air leakage (infiltration) is one of the largest and most preventable energy 
wastes in the home. Infiltration results from a pressure difference forcing air through 
cracks, holes, and crevices in the home. The pressure difference results from tempera- 
ture differences between the indoor and outdoor environment, and wind blowing against 
the side of the home producing a higher pressure than that within the home. 

Since warm air rises to the top of the home by convection and then leaks out of cracks in 
the upper walls and roof, it creates a lower pressure in the bottom of the home than 
outside (causing air to leak in). Another pressure difference is created in the home’s heat- 
ing, ventilating, and air conditioning systems. 

Infiltration typically occurs around doors and windows, points where dissimilar materials 
are joined and penetrations through walls, ceilings, and floors for electrical wiring and 
plumbing fixtures. Another significant source of air leakage is through the home’s ductwork. 



The best way to begin reducing air infiltration is by knowing where it may be occurring. 
Studies show that leakage in a typical house looks something like this, with the majority 
occurring through the sills, walls and ceilings. The second largest offender is the win- 
dows, closely followed by the home’s heating, ventilation, and air conditioning systems. 
Openings for pipes, doors, vents, and wall outlets complete the air leakage offenders. 
Homes with fireplaces look a little different because 14 percent of their air leakage is 
related to the fireplace, which slightly reduces the percentage lost from the other areas.

This has not been a good week 
for Gov. Ernie Fletcher’s re-elec- 
tion prospects - if they ever were 
high in the first place. 

The latest polling results show 
Democratic candidate Steve 
Beshear with a commanding 58- 
39 percent lead over Fletcher, a 
spread virtually unchanged since 
the May primary. 

And that despite a heavy and 
very expensive media ad cam- 
paign by Fletcher focusing on the 
casino gambling issue. That 
clearly has been a dud, as many 
expected, including Republicans. 

Attorney General Greg 
Stumbo then filed suit here in 
Franklin Circuit Court charging 
that Fletcher has ignored state 
law requiring the governing 
boards of state universities to re- 
flect the registration division be- 
tween majority Democrats and 
minority Republicans in the state. 

“You can’t just obey the laws 
you choose to obey,” Stumbo 
said at a press conference at the 
Capitol. “This governor has yet 
to learn that lesson.” 

With less than two months 
before the November general 
election, what is the Fletcher 
campaign going to do? 

A new television ad on 
Fletcher’s behalf attacking 
Beshear has a young girl give a 
classroom presentation that goes 
after a two-decade old opinion 
when Beshear was attorney gen- 
eral that posting the Ten Com-

mandments in schools was un- 
constitutional. And Beshear is 
also soft on criminals. 

A bored young boy in the ad 
puts his head down on his desk, 
a reaction I suspect a lot of vot- 
ers will have to a rehash of geri- 
atric issues that have been around 
so long their button is not even 
tepid anymore. 

Voters who are going to be 
stirred up over those issues al- 
ready are on Fletcher’s side and 
would not vote for Beshear any- 
way. They are the core part of that 
basic 39 percent Fletcher gets in 
poll after poll. 

But governor has to have a lot 
more than that if he expects to 
get a second four-year lease on 
the Executive Mansion. 

Unless Fletcher can show de- 
monstrable movement in his 
campaign in the next few weeks, 
he might just as well start pack- 
ing his bags because the money 
is going to disappear, some 
prominent Republicans will let it 
be known they are voting for 
Beshear and the exodus from the 
sinking ship will begin in earnest. 

That, in fact, may have al- 
ready begun. 

Also last week, Republican 
State Rep. Mil ward Dedman, of 
Harrodsburg, announced he has 
re-registered as a Democrat. 
There also was speculation a sec- 
ond House Republican would 
follow Dedman. 

That, of course, only increases 
an already large Democratic ma- 
jority in the House, and Dedman 
himself was a Democrat before 
changing registration to run for 
the House. But it is much more 
important as a symbol of just how 
far Fletcher’s standing has plum-

meted since he was sworn in 
2003. 

The idea then that Republican 
lawmakers would jump ship 
within four years was ludicrous. 
Of course, so too was the notion 
that the first GOP governor in 
three decades, elected in a land- 
slide, would be indicted by a 
grand jury before his term was 
half over and trail a Democratic 
opponent by nearly 20 points in 
his re-election campaign. 

And Fletcher probably cannot 
expect a whole lot of visible sup- 
port from Kentucky’s top Repub- 
lican, U.S. Sen. Mitch 
McConnell. 

McConnell himself is up for 
re-election next year and as the 
Senate minority leader and a 
strong supporter of President 
George W. Bush, he is being tar- 
geted seriously by national 
groups to be unseated. 

So far, no serious Democratic 
opponent has come forth to take 
on McConnell’s legendary abil- 
ity to raise huge sums for re-elec- 
tion campaigns, but it is clear that 
McConnell is taking the likely 
challenge as a definite threat. 

The last thing McConnell 
wants is to have to carry 
Fletcher’s considerable baggage 
with him into 2008. Nor will 
McConnell’s many Republican 
allies throughout the state, but 
particularly in vote-heavy 
Jefferson County and its suburbs. 

So the next couple of weeks 
will determine whether Fletcher 
is a long shot to win re-election 
or merely an also ran well before 
the polls open on election day.

may have been billed several 
thousands of dollars more than it 
actually owes. Upon review, it 
appears some offenders may not 
have been taken out of the jail’s 
computer system after they were 
bonded out.” 

O’Connor also revisited legal 
issues regarding the county’s 
maintenance of Moore Road off 
Hwy. 519 in Morgan County 
(near the Morgan/Rowan county 
line), which visitor Bob Law, of 
Rowan County, said at last 
month’s meeting is a private 
road. 

Moore, who owns land on 
Moore Road, said the county’s 
graveling of the road since 2001 
has encouraged trespassing on 
his land. 

“I could not find where Moore 
Road was taken into the county 
road system,” O’Connor said. “I 
found no deeds on record, and I 
don’t believe the county has any 
right to maintain the road. The 
county should not maintain any 
road unless it is taken into the 
road system and deeds are avail- 
able for them.” 

Magistrates also discussed an- 
other road complaint regarding 
Upper Sand Lick Road from visi- 
tors Charlie and Lenville Cantrell 
regarding habitual dozer damage 
to the road by another resident. 

Lenville Cantrell said the resi- 
dent in question has filled up a 
county ditch line along the road 
with a dozer numerous times, 
creating several neighborhood 
driving hazards. 

The court agreed to clean out 
the ditch line again and autho- 
rized County Attorney O’Connor 
to contact the offender. 

Court members also heard a 
presentation from Lexington- 
based Worldwide Equipment 
Sales Specialist Jim Dotson re- 
garding the lease of a new county 
garbage truck to replace a current 
truck requiring repairs totaling 
$ 10 , 000 . 

“Worldwide Equipment is of- 
fering a lease deal on Mack 
trucks,” Dotson said. “When the 
lease expires, the county can re- 
sell the truck at auction, and be 
guaranteed 90 percent of the pur- 
chase price back. Many times the 
trucks have been known to sell 
for more than purchase price.” 

Dotson also said program re- 
quired no principal payment un- 
til the truck goes to auction, with 
the county paying no retail tax on 
the vehicle. 

“This program has been of- 
fered for the past nine years,” 
Dotson said. “Counties can get 
trucks for up to $15,000 less than 
the average retail customer 
would. We rotate approximately 
130 trucks in and out of the pro- 
gram each year; several counties 
have taken advantage of this ser- 
vice.” 

The court voted to advertise 
for bids on a garbage truck lease 
following Dotson’s presentation. 

An architectural drawing of 
the proposed Morgan County 
Animal Shelter was reviewed, 
with the court authorizing Judge 
Conley to sign all documents per- 
taining to the project. 

The shelter, which will be lo- 
cated in the former Valley Farm 
building at Grassy, will be oper- 
ated by the local group Helping 
Hands for Animals. The facility 
will house 18 indoor kennels, as 
well as nine additional outdoor 
kennels. 

Magistrates also acknowl- 
edged 2007 property tax rates for 
the following special districts 
(per $100 of assessed value): 

Ambulance - real property: 
6.5 cents, personal property: 6.57 
cents; library - real property: 5.1 
cents, personal property: 6.78 
cents; health - real property: 5 
cents, personal property: 5 cents; 
extension - real property: 9.6 
cents, personal property: 18.57 
cents; school - real property: 
46.1 cents, personal property: 
45.3 cents; soil - real property: 
1.7 cents.

petrated hoax. 

Gold also defended the school 
system’s initial response to the 
incident, which grew as rumors 
spread to include hit list that in- 
cluded several students.. 

“It’s hard to control gossip,” 
Gold said. “The school day was 
almost over when the incident 
came to Principal Addison 
Whitt’s attention, so we could not 
notify parents immediately. Af- 
ter searching lockers and students 
that evening and the next morn- 
ing, a letter was sent home with 
each student the day after the in- 
cident.” 

Clark said staff at all schools 
should ensure that doors desig- 
nated to be locked during the 
school day are secured, while 
parent Darlene Crouch suggested 
the school system regularly uti- 
lize metal detectors and on-site 
law enforcement officers. 

Gold said awareness is the key 
to maintaining a safe school en- 
vironment. 

“Policies are in place that all 
school doors be locked,” Gold 
said. “Handheld metal detectors 
were also used during the student 
searches, and there was a police 
officer at MCHS briefly in the 
past. But all of those measures 
still require vigilance and com- 
munication among students, staff 
and parents to work effectively, 
however.” 

Another concerned parent dis- 
cussed school gymnasium usage 
for student extracurricular activi- 
ties that are not school-spon- 
sored. 

April Hamilton, whose 
daughter participates in the local 
little league cheerleading pro- 
gram, asked why high school and 
middle school activities are per- 
mitted at elementary school gym- 
nasiums before cheerleading ac- 
tivities of students who attend the 
elementary schools. 

“These students should not be 
denied use of any gym,” 
Hamilton said. “Our smallest stu- 
dents should not have to practice 
for their activities in extreme 
heat. Why should these kids suf- 
fer because the high school and 
middle school are overflowing?” 

Gold said school-sponsored 
activities take precedence over 
activities that are not school- 
sponsored such as little league 
cheerleading, Junior Pro basket- 
ball, etc. 

“The cheerleaders are not be- 
ing denied use of the gyms,” 
Gold said. “But since that activ- 
ity is not school-sponsored the 
gyms are available to school- 
sponsored teams first. Some- 
times high school and middle 
school teams must use elemen- 
tary school gyms when there are 
scheduling conflicts or their own 
facilities are closed for mainte- 
nance.” 

In other business, the board 
honored six retirees with com- 
memorative plaques at the meet- 
ing including Judy Hill, Drexel 
Patrick, Elizabeth Law, Sandy 
Pelfrey, Kenny Cottle and 
Anneleis Evans. 

Members also authorized the 
superintendent to start the surplus 
sale process for property at 
Wrigley and Cannel City El- 
ementary schools to include the 
buildings and surrounding land. 

“The board hopes to accept 
seal bids for these properties in 
October,” Gold said. “This sale 
will encompass the buildings and 
grounds, as well as old comput- 
ers, desks, furniture, etc. Items 
will be sold at auction to dispose 
of them. 

The board voted change the 
district grading scale to coincide 
with the Morehead State Univer- 
sity grading scale due to college 
credit courses available at the 
MCHS. 

“MCHS students can take 
dual credits that count toward 
their high school and college di- 
plomas,” Gold said. “Our grad- 
ing scale was somewhat differ- 
ent from that of MSU’s, and we 
wanted scoring to be consistent. 
We hope to have more dual credit 
classes in the future.” 

Before adjournment, board 
members entered into executive 
session to discuss property acqui- 
sition for the consolidated el- 
ementary school to be built north 
of West Liberty. No action was 
taken.

Harvey the hero as Cougars 
beat Magoffin, 27-16 

Sophomore highlights Morgan ’s first win with 83-yard 
fumble recovery for TD

Kyle Havens tallied 192 all- 
purpose yards and Mitchell 
Harvey returned a fumble 83 
yards for a touchdown as the 
Cougars earned their first victory 
of the season, 27-16, at Magoffin 
County. 

After a career game two 
weeks ago against Powell 
County, Havens was outstanding 
again - rushing for 92 yards and 
passing for another 90. The 
sophomore quarterback gave the 
Cougars the early lead with a 
four-yard scoring run. Havens 
also added the extra-point kick 
for a 7-0 lead. 

The Cougars scored the sec- 
ond touchdown when Brandon 
Ward ran off tackle untouched 
into the end zone. The eight-yard 
run pushed the lead to 13-0. Late 
in the second quarter, Morgan 
County narrowly missed an op- 
portunity to break the game open. 
Havens and Harvey hooked up 
on a 67-yard pass play, but 
Magoffin County’s Colby 
Howard chased Harvey down 
just short on the goal line, forc- 
ing a fumble which he also re- 
covered. The Cougars would 
settle for the 13-0 lead at the half. 

The Hornets then made a 
game of it in the third quarter. 
After a Gibson 70-yard kick-off 
return that put the ball inside the 
10, quarterback Shane Allen 
found Dustin Minix for a six- 
yard scoring pass to cut the Cou- 
gar lead to six. Then after a Mor- 
gan County fumble, the Hornets 
were again inside the Cougar 20 
with a chance to take the lead. 
But a Ryan Flannery hit on the 
Magoffin quarterback forced a 
fumble. Harvey took full advan- 
tage, grabbing the ball and rac- 
ing 82 yards for the touchdown 
to again make it a 13-point lead. 

“I haven’t seen anybody run 
that fast all year,” Cougar Coach 
Jeff Norman said. “Mitchell’s 



play was really the game- 
breaker.” 

Magoffin scored its final 
touchdown on a 10-yard run by 
Jordan Howard to make it a 19- 
lb game. But the Cougars coun- 
tered as Flannery sealed the win 
on a nine-yard scoring run in the 
fourth quarter for a 27-16 win. 
Flannery finished the game with 
three carries for 26 yards. 

But the night belonged to 
Mitchell Harvey. Besides scoring 
off the 8 3 -yard fumble recovery, 
the sophomore accounted for 13 1 
yards of total offense, including 
90 yards receiving. Harvey fin- 
ished the game with 214 all-pur- 
pose yards. 

Ward had 30 yards on nine 
carries and a touchdown. The 



junior also had a fumble recov- 
ery from his comerback position. 

For Norman, it marked his 
first win as a high school head 
coach. And he admits it is good 
to finally get it out of the way. 

“I feel like I now have the 
monkey off my back,” Norman 
said on Monday. “It felt good to 
get the win. After the game, 
Donnie McKenzie gave me the 
game ball. I was just tickled to 
death.” 

Next up for Norman and the 
Cougars is a home game with 
Prestonsburg. The Blackcats will 
bring an impressive 3-1 record 
into the Herdman Field, having 
outscored their opponents 155- 
45. 

Game time is slated for 7:30.

Historic 

Win 

Kentucky’s 40-34 victory 
over ninth-ranked Louisville last 
Saturday marked the single great- 
est accomplishment for the foot- 
ball program in 30 years. It was 
more important than the bowl 
wins over Wisconsin (1984) and 
Clemson (2006) - even bigger 
than the upset of Alabama in 
1997. 

It was the Wildcats’ first vic- 
tory over a top 10 opponent since 
beating Penn State back in Octo- 
ber 1977. As a result, Rich 
Brooks and company earned a 
#21 national ranking in this 
week’s Associated Press poll - 
the program’s first since 1985. 
The Cats have now won eight of 
their last nine games. Again, the 
best stretch for UK football since 
the 1977 season. 

The win is not only beneficial 
to Kentucky for 2007, but also for 
the foreseeable future. Dozens of 
prized recruits were in attendance 
Saturday night at Common- 
wealth Stadium, including sev- 
eral with standing scholarship 
offers from both UK and Louis- 
ville. Just imagine the impression 
that was made as those players 
stood in that type of atmosphere 
and witnessed the historic win. 
Coaches can visit and talk all 
they want, but nothing can sell a 
program better than a win like 
that. 

Kentucky has now scored 40 
or more points in each of its first 
three games for the first time in 
57 years. The Cats rank eighth in 
the nation in scoring offense, av- 
eraging nearly 47 points per 
game. The team also ranks 15th 
in total offense at 504 a contest. 
Individually, Andre’ Woodson 
now holds the Southeastern Con- 
ference record with 257 consecu- 
tive pass attempts without an in- 
terception. The senior needs only 
14 more to tie the NCAA record 
set by Trent Dilfer in 1997. 
Tailback Rafael Little has rushed 
for at least 100 yards in all three 
games. He ranks 13th nationally 
and third in the conference with 
129 rushing yards per game. 

It’s now out of the frying pan 
and into the fire as the Cats travel 
to Fayetteville to take on Arkan- 
sas. The Razorbacks feature one 
of the nation’s best all-purpose 
players in Darren McFadden, 
who is averaging 194 total offen- 
sive yards per game. 

Arkansas is 1-1 on the seas 
after a 41-38 loss at Alabama. 
The Kentucky-Arkansas game 
can be seen at 7 p.m. Saturday 
night on ESPN2.

The Morgan County Lady 
Cougars snapped back from their 
loss in the finals of the Dink Scott 
Memorial Tournament to defeat 
George Rogers Clark last week, 
but lost a road game to East 
Carter last Thursday, 29-25, 17- 
25, in an atypical sluggish per- 
formance. 

The Cougars, who will play 
Ashland Blazer here this 
evening, turned in an all-round 
great performance against GRC, 
winning in straight sets, 25-17, 
25-11. “Great teamwork, great 
communication,” was the way 
coach Tammy Hensley described 
the play. Morgan dominated 
throughout. In the first set, 
Ashtyn Goforth posted three 
kills, a block and an assist. 
Megan Howard had two kills, a 
tip, one ace, an assist, and three 
digs. Lesley Eagle had three kills, 
two aces, an assist and two digs. 
Bri Peyton scored three kills and 
had an assist. Alyssa Dulen had 
two tips, one aces, an assist and 
two digs, and Sam Jarvis chipped 
in with three digs and an assist. 

The rhythm continued in the 
second set, sparked by a sterling 
net game and more excellent 
teamwork. Goforth racked up 
four kills, Howard had a kill and 
an ace, Eagle posted three kills, 
two assists, and two digs, Dulen 
had an ace and a dig, and Jarvis 



came through with an ace, a tip, 
an assist, and two digs. 

But on Thursday, the Lady 
Cougars “evidently forgot to 
show up with their game faces,” 
said Coach Hensley. Coming off 
the great win over over GRC, 
Morgan lost in straight sets in the 
road game with district rival East 
Carter. 

“The girls were extremely 
flat,” said Hensley. “There was 
very little communication on the 
floor and they allowed East to 
down 1 1 balls during the first set, 
giving up 11 easy points.” 

And it didn’t get any better. 
Goforth , who uncharacteristi- 
cally posted only one kill the en- 
tire night, managed five kills. 
Howard had five kills, Eagle had 
three kills and Peyton and Dulen 
each had a single kill in both sets 
combined. 

“Hopefully we can regain our 
rhythm and teamwork for our 
remaining matches,” said 
Hensley. 

The Lady Cougars will host 
region rival Ashland Paul Blazer 
this evening, Thursday, Sept. 20. 
Fans are urged to come out and 
show their support. After the 
game with Blazer, Morgan has 
only two home games remaining. 
They will play at home on Oct. 1 
against Fleming County and Oct. 
2 (Senior Night) against Lee 
County. 

Morgan’s record now stands 
at 17-3 for the season and 2-1 in 
district play.

Small Kentucky farm joins others 
in replacing tobacco with grapes 



“Agritourism is the 
future of this business 
in Kentucky” 

WINCHESTER, Ky. — With 
the future of tobacco in doubt, 
one farming family in Clark 
County, Kentucky, decided to 
look for another crop. They 
found it in grapes. Now called 
the Harkness Edwards Winery 
and Vineyards, the Edwards fam- 
ily farm has 13 acres of grapes 
and plans to have more eventu- 
ally, reports Katheran Wasson of 
The Winchester Sun. 

The decision to switch from 
tobacco to grapes was difficult, 
Cathy Edwards told Wasson, but 
with the beginning of the state’s 
tobacco buyout they needed a 
new cash crop. Cathy and 
Harkey Edwards also said they 
wanted to make sure their three 
daughters had something to in- 
herit. 

So after getting advice from 
the University of Kentucky and 
the Kentucky Vineyard Society, 
the Edwardses settled on the 
vidal blanc grape, a French hy- 
brid developed in the United 
States. This year will mark the 
second harvest, and Harkey 
Edwards said they would pro- 
duce about 900 gallons of vidal 
blanc. Meanwhile, the family is 
finishing the winery’s retail and 
tasting areas. 

“I find a lot of gratitude in 
what we’re doing,” Cathy said. 
“I’ve enjoyed this whole venture; 
it’s been a lot of work, certainly 
a lot of stress in just unknown 



issues, but we’re working 
through it, and I think we’re see- 
ing some light at the end of the 
tunnel.” 

In a 2006 article for a publi- 
cation of the University of 
Kentucky’s College of Agricul- 
ture, Terri McLean traced the his- 
tory of winemaking in the state, 
which before Prohibition “was 
the third-largest grape- and wine- 
producing state in the nation.” 
McLen noted that long-time to- 
bacco farmers are once again dis- 
covering grapes. 

According to McLean, more 
than 100 Kentucky growers have 
turned to grapes in recent years, 
prompting the resurgence of an 
agricultural industry that flour- 
ished until the grapevines were, 
literally, ripped up by the roots 
with the onset of Prohibition. 

“Even though there are 
hurdles, the outlook is very 
good,” said Kaan Kurtural, ex- 
tension grape-growing specialist, 
or viticulturist. “With sufficient 
acreage for a grower, it will be a 
viable alternative.” 

Kurtural is one of two experts 
hired by the College’s Depart- 
ment of Horticulture last August 
to provide leadership, education, 
and research support to the fledg- 
ling industry. He is a native of 
Turkey whose family has grown 
grapes for generations. 

The other expert is Tom 
Cottrell, a winemaking special- 
ist, or enologist. He is a former 
winery owner who taught enol- 
ogy at Cornell University and 
still consults with wineries 
across the country.

Kurtural is focusing on site 
selection, one of the most impor- 
tant factors in grape production. 
In conjunction with The Ohio 
State University, he is using 
high-resolution digital mapping 
to help pinpoint ideal sites 
throughout the state. 

“There’s an old Roman prov- 
erb, The wine is in the hills,”’ 
Kurtural said. “ Europe had two 
millennia to select these suitable 
sites, and through two millennia 
of trial and error they decided the 
suitable sites are in the hills.” 
Cottrell is helping the state’s 
winemakers better understand 
winemaking techniques, such as 
using the correct amounts of sul- 
fur dioxide, the major preserva- 
tive in wines. 

“We’ve got a half-dozen win- 
eries that have been in business 
a decade or so and all the rest of 
them barely a year or two or 
three,” Cottrell said. “Their 
learning curve is still steep.” 
“Agritourism is the future of 
this business in Kentucky,” said 
John Pitcock, chief winemaker at 
Talon Winery and Vineyards in 
Lexington. “If we can get sup- 
port, such as adequate signage 
that will help us bring in those 
tourists who are already passing 
through the area, we’ll be suc- 
cessful.”
